But the 100 
per cent, duty on rails effectually bars 
such e.\change of products, and why ! 
-Just that the Pennsylvania iron work- 
ers may flourish the moro and this to 
the detriment of other component 
parts of the Union yet young and in 
the gristle, quite unable thoai.selvos 
successfully to compete with Pennsyl- 
vania in the making of such rails. 
Able writers in England, and promin- 
ently the famed naturalist A. R. Wal- 
lace, says that " the essence of fieo- 
trado is its mutuality" and that Eng- 
land's present one-sided free trade 
policy is most injurious and must be 
changed. The United States will have 
to reciprocate in trade with tlie nations 
of Europe and they begin to see it.

There can be no better evidence of the 
abiding faith tho people of this city h.tve 
in tho future prosperity of the country 
' than tho continuous erection of handsome 
and costly .stores^ and the building of 
elegant private rosidoncos.

The structure isn credit to 
the citv and svell worthy the inspection of

I am not preparetl to state anything 
definitely as to the financial resources 
of the Mi.ssion in connection with the 
adjacent settlements.

We happened to bo anchored 
there on a Sunday and a numerous 
party from the "Rocket," including all 
the disengaged oflicers and many of the 
crew, attended service at tho church. 
A large native congregation was in at- 
teuilanco who.^o demeanour was in 
every way decent and attentive.

INDIA. 

Si.Mi.A, Sept. C— At n lato hour on 
Thursday night a messenger travelling 
posr haste reached Alikneyt from Cabul 
and informed i\Iajor Connelly, British 
political agent, that the British Em- 
bassy at Cabul had been attacked by 
several Afghan regiments which had 
assembled in thaC' city demanding ar- 
rears of pay and that the military es- 
cort of the embassy was <li'fenfling 
themsclve.s. 

The viceroy of India iniincdiatc- 
ly ordered the troops at Alikneyt 
to move instantly upon Shu tar- 
garden pas.s, and General Roberts has 
been ordered to iiroceed to Peirvar pass 
and advance on Cabul, while General 
Stewart has been ordered to hold Can- 
dahar. All the British forces on the 
Candahar will concentrate at C'andaliar. 
Forces in Khyber pass are being strong- 
ly reinforced and will operate on Jel- 
lalabad. 

Major Connolly telegraphed Friday 
night the Kubstanco of a letter received 
from tho Ameer of Afghanistan who 
confirms new s of revolt and adds that 
the regiments which have mutinied 
were joined by the populace. The 
Ameer's arsenal and stores ware first 
plundered and destroyed and the Brit- 
ish Embassy was then attacked by 
overwhelming numbers. 

Lo.vDo.v, Kept. G. — It is stated a 
Cabinet Council has been called to meet 
immediately for consideration of aflkirs 
in Afghanistan. 

The Ameer declares he was com- 
pletely surprised by the outbreak. He 
endeavored to quell it and sent Genl. 
Daoudsliah to ]\Iajor Cavagnari's assis- 
tance, but Genl. Daoudshah was un- 
horsed and fatally wounded. The 
Ameer then sent his son with tho 
Governor of Cabul and other influential 
personages, but the mab was wholly 
uncontrollable. Tho attack on the 
British embassy continued throughout 
Wednesday, when a fire broke out 
on the premises. The Ameer writing 
Thursday saya he is in great distress 
and is himself besieged. The Viceroy 
of India is at present ignorant of the 
fate of Major Cavagriuri and other 
members of the embassy. Genl. Rob- 
erts has already started for Peirvar 
Pass. The advance on Cabul will be 
made very speedily and will be strongly 
supported. The Viceroy's military 
secretary accompanies Gen. Roberts.

The one hundredth anniversary of 
the establishment of Sunday schools in 
England is to bo celebrated there next 
year by a series of services, conferences 
itc.

The Pope 
does not receive in the room where he 
studies, as Pius IX. used to do. His 
brother alone is allowed admittance 
during his study hours; and when ho 
leaves his room he locks it with his 
own hand and keeps the key, 

Tho Rev, Charles V/iiliaras, a Lon- 
don preacher, does not consider it wise 
to pray for fine weather. Such prayers, 
he maintained in tho course of a recent 
sermon, could be justified only on two 
assumptions. The first was that the 
weather was penal in its character, a 
punishment for national sins, and the 
other that it might be better than it 
was, and so people might ask God to 
mend Plis own work and to give them 
what would be more suitable for them. 
Ho did not, however, believe for a 
moment that the Wng-continued rains 
were a punishment for sin. With re- 
ference to tho second assumption, he 
pointed out the absurdity of man mak- 
ing himself wiser than God, and quot- 
ed from tho Lancet to show that the 
great moisture of tho ntnios))here in 
England and Europe had stopped the 
progress of the black plague. 



Two ladies in a iihaoton were crossing 
the track of tho Now York branch of 

the Pennsylvania .Rnilro.ad yesterday 
on tho Lamb Tavern road, when a 
heavily laden freight train, proceeding 
northward at a high rate of speed, 
came almost upon tlieiii. Mi.ss Helen 
Leed, of Tioga, who was driving, en- 
deavored to hasten the horse over tho 
track, when tho animal turned and 
rushed up the track just in advance of 
the moving train and ujioii tliu .same 
line of rail. Miss Leeds' companion, 
Mr.s. Richard Harper, of Trenton, 
sprang from the phaeton, alighting on 
the south-bound track, from which she 
had only time to escape as a fast ex- 
press train rushed by, going south. 
Meanwhile the lady in the phaeton 
strove to turn the frightened animal 
from the track, and urged it to a great- 
er speed to escape the fast approaching 
freight train, the engineer of which re- 
versed his engine and shai'ply whistled 
for brakes. The next crcssing east of 
the Lamb Tavern road is a partly grad- 
ed street, just west of Germantown 
Railroad Junction and a little less 
than half a milo from Lamb Tavern 
road. Miss Leed, finding she could 
not turn the horse from the road urged 
the animal toward the crossing as the 
only means of escape. She reached it 
just in time, and with a desperate pull 
at the reins turned tho horse's head 
down the stoc[i hill .so quickly indeed 
that ho fell into tho ditch at tho road 
side, bringing the phaeton and its fair 
occupant on the top of him. Some 
gardeners near by rushed up and gave 
assi.stance, and tho conductor, having 
stopped tho train, cauio rushing back, 
thinking that the engine had struck 
tho carriage, so close were they to- 
gether when Jliss Leea succeed in 
getting out of the way. As soon as 
sho was lifted from tho wreck of her 
carriage sho laughed merrily, and said 
she always knew Fido, the horse, 
could brat a freight train, and iinnied- 
iately fainted. Mr.s. Harper was taken 
up in a senseless condition;and carried 
to an adjoing house, where' she pre- 
sently lecuveied. During the exciting 
race the engine was at no time further 
away from the phaeton than twenty- 
fivo feet. Had Miss Leed lost her pre- 
sence of mind, or had tho train men 
failed in checking the speed of the 
train, the escape of the ladies had been 
impossible — rhiladelphia Times.

A I'liktie to 2^ri>h{hit the erection ofWood^H 
Jluihliiuis ivithin certain FirelAmH^s 
irithiii the City of Victoria : 

1. Th.it Budi part of tne City bouniled 

oil the Jsoitli by Jolubson street, on the ' 
South by Fort street, ou the East by 
Broatl street and on the West by the 
Water Tvontage bo lioroby declared with- 
in tho Fire Limits of tlie City of Yictoris. 
Tlic centre of Jolni.son to centra of Fort 
frmn centre of Bruiid sliidl bo limits re- 
ferred tf) above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Firo Linuta shali have their outaide 
Walls .and party Walls xjaa^a, of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
audi oiit.side Wtdls shall extend four feet 
above Wall IMate of Eoof, and pivrty Walla 
.shall iil.so e.xtend tu same height above 
Wall Pli'.te of Itoof. Hoofs sliall bo cov- 
orcil with such material a.s will aflbrd pro- 
tection .igain.sl Fire and tho Wall.s sluill 
bo 80 constructed as to separate all Wood 
Wdfl; thoroughly and completely of the 
interinr and exterior of .such Building 
from ail and every jiart of tho interior and 
exterior of any ailjoiniug Building. If 
the apo.x nf Roof should e.xceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with sudi material as will afibrd 
protection against Fire. In the case of 
Clablos tho Walls are to be carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
The term i?iiilding, as .ipplied in thia 
Section, .-iludl not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage uf Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

:!. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
iif brick, stone, or other meontbostnile 

miiterials, shall be ' made to conform to 

this Ordinance. T 

4. Tlie N\'i)U(loii Boilditig within the 
said Fire Limits shtdl not lie altered or 
clianged without the written permission of 
the Cliief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
UepiU-tnioiiv, approved by a majority of 
tlie Fife Wardens, which permit shall 
simcify fiill>- the alterations or changes re- 
iiuired, luiil no .such permit shall be given 
if luiy incrou.se will bo inride by the pro- 
posed change or alteriit ion in the sizo of 
any Wootlen lUtilding within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or altcratioiiii 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of o.tch of 
such permits shall be kept on tile in the 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tlio same lot on which it stantfs or 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

(i. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire WV.rdci-.s, a d.in- 
gerous nuis.tnce, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall,- 
ill the judgment of the Ghief Engineer 
and ,\ rimjority of tho Fire Wardena, bo 
damaged liy fire to tho extent of ouo-lialf 
or more of "it.s actual valno, tho Chief En- 
ginoer shall cause to bo served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remdVe 
the same forthwith, 'ancf tlja '^erson id-j 
coiving such notice shall witliin ten days 
after receiving tlio same comply with tho 
reqnireinonts thereof. 

7. 0)ii' Story iJiii/t/i'fij.'i— Foundationsi 
to be notices than eighteen inches in thidk' 
neas aiul not less than eighteen ini^ea' 
in the Iinrd claj' or gravel, as the case may 
bo, brick walla to be not less than twelve 
incliOH thick. Tiro Story BuHdiiigg— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches tliick and not loss than eigh- 
leon inciics in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may bo. JSricfc WaWs— Ground 
floor to bo not less thati sovcnteen inchea 
thiol;; first tlonr not leas than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any ]iersoii nr persons violating uuy 
of tlie iivovision.'i (if this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a niisdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
leas than ton or more than one hundred 
dollai-B, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation .shall be deemed 
a new (iflenco and punished accordingly. 

0. Tho Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and the Firo Wardens 
aro required to soo that tlio provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to'^^ako com- 
plaints in tho Police Court' for violation ^ 
tiiereof. 

10. This liy law m.ay be cited for all 
pnrpoBes na " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879/' 
Passed the Municipal Council thi4 
Si.xtoentli clay of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
